LADY’s ROCK. SCOTLAND. 


AT the south end of the Island of Lismore isa 
small! rocky Isle, over which the sea rolls at high 
tides; at other times it raises its reugh head 
somewhat above the surface of the water, It is 
called the Lady’s Rock, fer the following reason : 
lu former times one of the M‘Leans of Duart, 
whose castle (now in ruins) stands a promontory 
in Mall, ia nearly an opposite direction to the 
Lady’s Rock, married a sister of Argyle. The 
lady was handsome and amiable, but, unhappily 
sie was barren. In those days, it was a high 
crime in the eye ofa husband, when his wite 
bore him no children. Duart hated his hapless 
lady for that cause, and determined oa her des- 
truction. “To accomplish it with ease, as he 
imagined, safe fram detection, he ordered ruffians 
to cunvey her secretly to the bare rock near 
Lismore, and there leave her to perish at high 
tide. The deed was exécuted to Duart’s wish, 
atd the ‘ady left on the rock, watching the rol- 
ling tidé rising to overwhelm ber., When she 
«was giving hersél up for a lost being, and ex- 
pecting in a very few inoments to washed 
trom the ro¢k by the waves, she fortunately 

erceived a vessel falling down the sound of 
Mull, inthe direction of the rock on which she 
was sittiog. Every effort in her power wasexer- 
ted, and every sigealin her possession was dis- 
played, to attract the notice of the people in the 
vessel, At last they perceived her, aod drew 
near'the rock.

‘The mariners, ever a generous 
race, took compassion on her, received her on 
board their vessel, aud conveyed her safely to 
her brothe. at Inverary. 

M’Laen Daart made a grand mock faneral for 
his much loved, much lamented lady, who he 
announced to have died suddenly. He wrote 
disconsolate letters to her relations. particularly 
to Argyte and after a decent time went to Inve- 
rary ta deep mourning, where with the greatest 
show of grief, he lamented to his brother-in-law 
the irreparable loss he had sustained. Argyle 
said little, but seat for his sister, whose unexpect- 
ed appearance ih life and health proved an elect- 
ric shock to her cender husband. Argyle was a 
mild and amiable man, took no other revenge of 
M‘Lean, but commanding him to depart instant- 
ly, at the same time advising him to take care 
not to meet his brotner Donald, who wonld cer- 
tainly take away his life for having intended to 
destroy that of his sister. Sir Douald did meet 
him many years afterwards in a street at Edin- 
burgh, and there stabbed him forhis crime tow- 
ards his sister, when M‘Lean was eighty years

‘ife. We were near the Village of Nova Seni, 
as it was evening, we got out from our boat iq 
the river Hoegly to walk, when we sdw a gies 
number of peuple assembled oa the river side. } 
asked them for whai they were met? they tolg 
me to burn the body of a dead man. Tenguj. 
red whether the wife would die with him ? they 
auswered yes, and pointed to the woman, ~ 

She was standing by the pile, which was mad, 
of large billets of wood ; about two feet anda 
half high, four feet long and two wide, on the 
top of which lay the dead body of her husband, 
Her nearest relation stood by her, and near her 
was a small basket of sweetmeats, called Kivy. 
I asked them whether this was the womay’; 
choice, or whether she was brought to it by ap 
improper influence ? they answered that it wa 
perfectly voluntary. 


[ talked till reasoning was of no use, and they 
hegan to exclaim with all my might against what 
they were domg, telling them it was a shocking 
murder: They told me it was an act of holj- 
ness ; and added, in a very surly manner, that 
if I did not like to see it, 1 might go further off. 

I told them I would not go; that I was deter- 
mined to stay and see the murder, and that J 
should certainly bear witness of it at the triby- 
nal of God.

MISCELLANEOUS PARAGRAPHS. 
LONDON, July 4, 180+. 


The accounts from the Continent concur in 
stating, that the long menaced ivasion is on the 
eve of being attempted. Our letters from Hol- 
land during the week, state that the eneainpment 
in the neighborhood of Beverwick had broken 
up for the embarkation, aud that all the forces in 
North Holland were moving towards the Helder 
for like purpose. 

The circumstance, however which more than 
any other convinces us that the enemy are about 
to engage iu some naval enterprixe, i that the 
crews ofali the French privateers are impressed 
immediately on their retarn to port, and sent to 
man the national marine; so general and so ur- 
geut isthe order on this subject, the famous pri- 
vateer, Blonde, which made greater devastation 
in our commerce, than any other of the enemy’s 
cruizers, has stripped of all her hands; and 
we learn by a r which we vesterday receiv- 
ed from the Phoenix frigate, that she ts laid up 
in passage, near Bayonne. ‘There are four other 
privateers similar eircumstanced, at this latter 
port, and from thence to Bordeaux, upwards of 
twenty. It is not probable that the government 
would forego the advantages resulting from the 
active occupation of these cruizers, if their ser- 
vices were not required for objects of more im- 
hg ay or that they would be prematurely ta- 

en from a condition, ia which they enriched 
the country as well asthemselves, and materially 
embarrassed our trade. 

Bonaparte has officially notified his elevation to 
the Imperial Dignity to the courts of Vieana, 
Berlin, C hagen, Studtgart, Wiitemberg, 
and Munich, but no answers had been returned 
at the date of the last advices from those capitals.
